REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment is accompanied by a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) and a Petition for Extension of Time (three-months). 

Claims 1-19 were present for examination. Claims 1-2, 6, 8, 10 and 15 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 as anticipated by Ames et al. [US 2002/0002443]. The 
Ames et al. publication is also the primary reference in the 35 U.S.C. §103 rejections of 
-the remaining claims. 

The independent claims 1,10 and 16 have all been amended to stress the 
use of a wireless two-way communiction and that the wireless link is a private link as 
opposed to a link provided by the telephone system such as a cellular phone link. The 
significance of the difference is discussed in the present application at page 2, lines 6-13. 

Ames et al. does not teach or suggest such a private wireless 
communication link nor does Ames et al. In combination with other known references. 
Accordingly, applicant asserts that claims 1-19 are allowable.
